MERICAN women—home-. 
A makers ° and business 

women — are becoming 
increasingly discontented with, 
their lot because they cannot 
make a free choice in the way 
their time and Iejsure are spent, 
anthropologist Margaret’) Mend 
asserted recently. 


Writing: in the current issue 
of “Fortune Mayrazine," Dr 
Mead. herself a wife and mother, 
said that “more than a quarter 
of the women are articulately, 
definitely disturbed about their 
Jot—as women.” and traced the 
general causes to their isolation 
and loneliness in the home and 
their inability to choose their 
work after: marriage. 

The only solution, she sug. 
gests, is climination of “the 
semi-voluntary slavery to house- 


-keeping—that-we—-now— impose 


women” by more 
labour-saving inventions, and 
by American men assuming 
more responsibility in the 
family home life. ie

YVOMEN in our society com-

A constable is 
empowered to call upon members of 
the public to assist him, If necessary, 
dn effecting arrests, although whether 
the public fs aware of this I'cannot 
say, Posstbly a campaign himed at 
fostering closer co-operation between 
the pollce and the public might pe 
useful. Loud speakers have: been 
used for “Safety-First" propaganda 
insofar as traffic is concerned. To~ 
day our streets present other dangers 
the presence of hundreds, If not 
thousands of thugs, ond a “Safety 
First" series of talks might assist in 
inculcating a sense of civic respon+ 
sibility in the suppression‘of crime.
